Persamal nleullmmt a Trip to Teras
In Ploneer Days, and Some Inci-

donts In Cow Boy Life n
the West.

Texas is a country of a great
variety of climate and products.
For a hundred miles or more
west of Marshall where we were
stopping, the country is heavily
timbered, mostly yellow pine,
and corn and cotton were the
principal crops grown. It was
now latein November and there
had been considerable rainfall,
and we were told that the roads
were bad. We had some diffi-
culty in getting conveyance on
further. There were eight of us
in the party, all with considera-
ble baggage; so no baby outfit
was able to undertake the job.
We finally met up with a man
who was equal to the "emergency
and agreed to take us on to Dal-
las for $140.00. So at the time
appointed he came with four
good horses and a big stage
coach, and we loaded up and
commenced the journey. We
had not been misintformed about
the roads for they were certainly
ly anything but good—plenty of
mud in some locations and in
others dangerous quicksands.
There were no towns along the
we traveled, although the coun-
try was right well filled with
settlers. There were no public
places of entertainment, as most
of the travel consisted of wagons
hauling cotton to market and
goods on their return. So we
had to depend on private enter-
tainment when we stopped at
night, which was often cimes
very difficult to obtain. One in-
stance I reme nber well, which I
will relate:’

One afterncon tho driver in-
formed us that some distance a
head of us there was & very dan-
gerous road and that the people
living necr were unhospitable
and we had better look out early
for a stopping place, as he would
not undertake to drive over that
road after night. 8o an hour or
two before sun down we com-
menced trying to get a stopping
place for the night, but in every
instance we were refused so we
traveled on till after dark when
we pulled up toa good looking
place where they seemed to have
plenty of room and feed for the
horses but, as usual, were turn-
ed down and we were told that
they could not keep us at all. The
driver, who was a big, burly fel-
low, and looked as though he
meant every word he said, told
the man that he positively was
not going any further that night;
that he knew the road and a
short distance ahead it was very
dangerous and he would not at-
tempt to drive over it inthe dark,
and that if he would not let them
have shelter (it was then begin-
ning to rain) he would camp in
the road. On hearing this ultima-
tum the man said we could come
in and we could have some place
to sleep, but they could not get
supper for us. Sowhile they were
caring for the 1nvses we went
into & room shown us by the lady
of the house, and sat down. She
also took a seat for a fewseconds.
We all sat there, no one speak-
ing, and the whole party looked
like we wereat a funeral, when
the Jeast child, a boy about 2%
years old went to his mother and
asked for something to eat, We

were all hungry, as we did not
atop for dinner. but atea light

lunch which we carried with as.
The child's mother told him she

had nothing for him; he seeined
,gch disappointed and began to

cry. Inashort time the lady of
the house got up, said not a word
but went into an adjoining room
and began to make the pans and
kettles 1attle at a lively pace and
ina short time the returned and
invited us toa good supper which
we proceeded to do ample justice
to. We had comfortable beds
that night and a good breakfast
next morning, and the charge
was very reasonable, Sothat was
one time when the crying of a
child did some good.

Soon after the start next mor
ning we came to a smnall creek
and as soon as we crossed we
noticed warnings posted up. The
driver stopped and we all had to
walk a half mile or more till we
eame to the hills and the driver
had to run as fast as the horses
counld go to keep frédm sinking in
the quick sand, which proved he
was right about what he had said
the night previous. We had no
more trouble after that and dur-
ing the day we were delighted by
coming to the prairie in Kauff-
man county where we found good
roads and hospitable people. We
stopped that night in Kauffman
county and the following day we
reached Dallas, which was as far
as our driver had agreed to haul
us. It was some fifteen or twen-
ty miles yet to where Mr. Hat-
cher's family wished to stop so
our driver was prevailed on to go
on, and we all stayed over night
there, The next morning the
stage coach started on thereturn
trip and I arranged to go on to.
Fort Worth which was my ob-
Jjective point, a distance yet of 20
miles or more.

I hired a boy to take me on
horse-back part of the way, and
walked the remainder, arriving
at my Uncles a while before sun-
down with the satisfaction of
knowing that after nearly six
months of effort I had accom-
plished what I had undertaken
todo. I found my two uncles
living on adjoining farms, on
Grand Prairie, four miles north
of, and in sight of Fort Worth,
Texas, at that time a village about
the size Boone wus before the
Training School and railroad hit
it. At that time 1 anight. and
still think, that Grand Prairie
was the most beautiful country 1
ever saw.

I do not know the size of the
prairie proper, but it was large
and pretty and covered with a
lnxuriant growth of grass, with
herds of cattle roaming over it
and just enough farms dotted
over it to make it look home-like.
I had some other near relatives,
besides those mentioned, living
in the neighborhood, and a num-
ber of war comrades, so I felt
very much like I was at home.

As it was only about three wks
until Christinas 1 took a vacat-
ion and gave myself over to en-
joyment for a time, 1 had a cou-
sin about my age with whom I
had gone to school and played
with in childhood, He was an
ex-soldier but not from Morgan's
command, and we hed great fun
hunting jack rabbits and prairie
chickens, which were as plenti-
ful then as blackbirds in the
spring of the year. There were
& number of youn people in the
neighborhood and social gather-
ings during the holidays were
"the order of the day,” anumber
of which I attended and had a
good time.

On New Years morning 1867
there came & “‘Norther’ with a
light tracking snow, the most
snow my uncle said he had seen
at one time in Mexas, and he had
been living there then seven
years, So my cousin and I deci-

ded, to go deur hunting in the
bottoms along the river, about

Lewis was laid to rest in the
Hines grave yard to await the
resurrection morn, the funeral
services being conducted by the
Rev. Ed. Hodges. A large crowd
of relatives and friend were pres
ent to pay their respects to Lew-
is. The grave was literally cov-
ered with beautiful flowers. He

.00 YOU NEED A SILO?

Mr, Farmer, Do you need a si-
lv¥ Yus, if you have ten cows or
the equivalent in young stock, A
silo saves all the corn crop, while
40 per cent, is lost by cutting,
shocking and feeding the dried
fodder. There is less waste in
feeding silage than fodder, and
more convenient, The same am-
ount of corn put into a silo will
produce more milk or more beef
than when fed any othex way.
"The silo produces succnlent feed
in the winter, and silage is the
next thing to grass. A silo isa
paying investment on any farm
that has cattle and sheep.

Now is the time to get out the
lumber for the silo and get every
thing ready vo build in the sum-
mer, A silo ten feet in diameter
and 24 feet deep will feed 10 to
12 head of cows all winter. A
stave silo this size would require
about 1,000 feet of lumber., If
short pieces 2x4's are laid flat
and nailed one on top of the oth-
er, twice this number of feet will
be required, but no hoops.

Get your neighbor interested
in building and then all co-oper-
ate in buying the cutter and fill-
ing.
